'ter city involves not only greater busi- 
‘ness prosperity, but the betterment of 
‘living and work conditions; in other 
words, that emphasis upon human wel- 
fare, whether through better sanitation 
and public health regulations, better 
houses to live in, safer places to work 
in, or greater opportunities for self- 
improvement, is of prim. Importance in 
city advance. The survey committee 
regarded the essay contest as one of 
the best achievements o¢ the whole 
enterprise.

VICTORY PERCHES | 


QNTHESTANDARDS 
OF BALKAN ALLIES 


According to Reporis Turks 
Have Lost at All Points, 


ADRIANOPLE DEING INVESTED 


Success of Balkan States Makes 
Europe Open Its Eyes--- Turkey 
Driven From Europe. 


London, October 26.—The swiftness 
and efficiency the onward move- 
ment of the armies of the allied Bal- 
kan states is making Europe open her 
eyes. From the north ang all along 
the line from Greece on the south 
they are crowding back the boundaries 
of the Ottoman empire in Europe. The 
often-predicted and long-delayed day 
when the Turk will have his back 


against the wall seems at hand. 

The two pivotal points of Turkey’s 
defense on the north were Adrianople 
and Uskup. The Bulgarian army in 
the east has defeated the Turks at 
Kirk-Kilisseh, which is the strongest 
outpost of Adrianople, and appears 
to have almost invested that fortress. 

The Servian army in the west walked 
into Uskup at 2 o’elock this afternoon 
without opposition. The Turkish gar- 
rison there withdrew on the railway 
towards Saloniki. 

How far it intends to retreat and 
why are the questions. The only an- 
swer to the last question ts that the 
strength and supplies of the garrison 
did not justify an attempt to make a 
stand. There is no position between 
Uskup and Saloniki better suited for 
a battle than the one abandoned. The 
strategy apparently is to follow the 
line of the railway toward Saloniki 

Events About Adriaople. 

Events about <Adrianople are even 
more important. The Bulgarians ap- 
parently are proceeding successfully 
with investment of the fortress. The 
Turkish army which was defeated at 
Kirk-Kilisseh did not fall back upon 
Adrianople, according to today’s news, 
but took the road to the south, where 
it could connect with the railway to 
Constantinople. The second Bulgarian 
army followed through the mountains, 
carrying on the fight all day in an 
endeavor to cut off the retreating 
forces. 

The military critics are asking now 
many men Turkey has in Adrianople 
and how long they will be able to 
withstand a siege. There is a general 
belief that if the Bulgarian investment 
is completed and railway communica- 
tion with Constantinople cut the Turks 
will be starved out within a month. 

In the meantime the Montenegrins 
are pushing their attack on Scutari. 
The Greeks have entered a few small 
towns in the course of their advance 
to the north. 

The fact that Turkey apparently was ~ 
taken by surprise and that her most 
important outposts. gave way does not 
mean that the allies can push back 
the Turkish soldiers, who have a long 
record of bravery, indefinitely. The 
Turkish mobilization is only under 
way. She claims to be able to mass 
400,000 men outside of Constantinople; 
whereas the allies have practically 
their full strength in able-bodied men 
already in action. 

Even if this, which is’ the first 
stage of the war, is entirely success- 
ful for the small states, the second 
stage «will be more interesting. The 
great question then will be not wheth- 
er Turkey can defend Constantinople, 
which is generally believed she can, 
unless the unsuspected conditions de- 
velop in the army or revolution and 
bankruptcy strike from _ behind, but 
whether she can organize and equip 
her forces for an aggressive campaign 
which will sweep back the Balkan

BEVERIDGE TELLS 
UF PERKINS MONEY 


New York Financier Sent $30,000 to 
Indiana Which Was Returned 
After Election. 


October 26.—Former 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge, of In- 
diana, before the Clapp committee to- 
day, corroborated other testimony that 
in his 1904 campaign for the senate 
he received $30,000 from George W. 
Perkins, $25,000 from Edward L. Mc- 
Lean and $2,500 from Gifford Pinchot. 
Perkins had testified he gave Bev- 
$10,000, which was returned. 
Mr. Beveridge testified that he re- 
ceived one draft for $10,000 and two 
certificates of deposit for $10,000 each, 
from Perkins, but could not remember 
Whether the three remittances were 
sent together or separately. 
Beveridge said he returned all of the 
money on the day after election. He 
produced letters to both George W. 
Perkins and E. lL. McLean returning 
the money. Each was witnessed and 
signed by L. G. Rothschild, John F. 
Hayes, Larz Whitcomb and Thomas 
R. Shipp. The indorsement on each 
letter certified that the witnesses had 
seen the money inclosed in the letters 
and seen the latter sealed and malled. 
Mr. Beveridge said no other funds 
were furnished him by Mr. Perkins. 
“Did he give you any money to 
finance The Indianapolis Star?” asked 
Senator Pomerene.

Held in Knoxville. 

The National Conservation Exposi- 
tion will be held at Knoxville in the 
fall of 1913—an exposition of na- 
tional scope and importance—an ex- 
position for the advancement of con- 


Servation with the nation’s leaders in 


the conservation direct- 
ing it. 

This exposition is to be educational 
and will lead in the best work which 
the people of the nation have to do 
for the welfare of the present genera- 
tion and generations to come. Former 
expositions have been in the nature of 
Celebrations of past events. The Na- 
tional Conservation exposition looks 
forward instead of backward, and is 
designed to promote the highest devel- 


movement 


opment and best use of all natural re- 


sources. It will show what has been 
done along lines of substantial prog- 
ress, and how greater things may be 
accomplished. 

It is a new exposition idea which 
will be presented for the first time at 
Knoxville, in 1913, to the people of the 
south and the nation. The best fea- 
tures of past expositions will be shown, 
but in a more interesting form, made 
possible by Improvements in all lines 
of industry and commerce. In man- 
ufacturing displays, the conservation 
idea will be brought out in exhibits 
which show the saving of time and la- 
bor, the prevention of waste and the 
utilization of by-products. In agricul- 
ture, mot only the products of soils, 
but varieties of soils, the most ap- 
proved methods of cultivation and har- 
vesting—methods for the prevention 
of erosion, leaching or deterioration 
from any cause. 

City Was Prepared. 

Knoxville was awarded the expesi- 
tion because of its preparedness to 
handle the project and because of its 
splendid location for an exposition of 
this nature. It is easily and quickly 
accessible from both north and south, 
ang is in the center of a region in 
which conservation work is especially 
active at this time. 

At least a year’s start in the build- 
ing of the exposition was made by the 
exposition held at Knoxville during the 
past two years, and work begins at 
a point which would have taken an- 
other city several years to reach, For 
these reasons wonderful results can 
be obtained in exposition building 
within the next eight months, and the 
present plans being carried out, Knox- 
ville will have an exposition of the 
magnitude originally contemplated. 

Exposition Buildings. 

The buildings which have been 
erected will compare favorabfy with 
those of the larger expositions held in 
this country. The new buildings to be 
grouped around the upper and lower 
lakes on the exposition grounds will 
be quite as substantial and attractive. 

The land and agricultural building 
and exposition auditorium are now in 
course of construction. The land 
building might apropriately be named 
the conservation building, for it is in 
this structure that a mammoth relief 
map of the southeast is being built, 
upon which the best methods of*con- 
serving solls, waters and forests will 
be shown, and on the second floor will 
be displays of educational exhibits of 
various state experiment stations, 
planned with the view of illustrating 
the principles of conservation as ap- 
plied to soils. With the possible ex- 
ception of the southern states build- 
ing, to be erected on the lower lake, 
the land building will be the most im- 
posing structure on the grounds. The 
approach will be the most attractive 
of any building, with double terraces 
and sufficient frontage to admit of 
excellent effects in landscape work. 

The southern states building, next 
to be erected, will have a depth of 400 
feet, with steps leading down to the 
water’s edge, forming seats for an 
amphitheater and affording an excel- 
lent view of the amusement district 
across the lake, and of tne water car- 
nivalis which are being planned as a 
special attraction. It rs in this bulld- 
ing that exhibits will be made Dy the 
various southern states, fillustrating 
the development and progress of man- 
ufacturing industries tn the south. 

Space in the Southern States build- 
ing will be allotted to southern cities 
in order that each city may group ex- 
hibits of its manufacturers and thus 
make the display of value both to the 
exhibitor and to the city. The plan 
will be to carry out as far as possible 
the “live exhibit” {dea in all buildings 
—the actual processes of manufacture 
to be shown in every case where the 
necessary machinery can bé installed, 

Gevernment Building.

Athens, Ga., October 26.—(Special.) 
From the First Methodist church, of 
which he had been a steward for a 
little more than seventy years, Ruful 
lL. Moss, Sr., will be buried Sunday at 
ll o'clock. His fellow stewards will 
act as honorary escort. Dr. J. C. 
Morris will conduct tne services. The 
interment will be in Oconee cemetery. 

Eighty-eight years old, he was one 
of the oldest citizens of Athens, hav- 
ing been born near what is now the 
corner of Clarke and Oglethorpe 
county. 

He lived his first sixteen years in 
Oglethorpe county and then came to 
Athens and began his pusiness life, as 
a clerk. Jn 1846 he formed a part- 
nership with Major Blanton Hill and 
from that time until 1861 his was an 
active life of unusual constructive 
force. 

During the war between the states 
after being with General Howell Cobb 
in Florida he was transferred to At- 
lanta and there placed in charge of 
the commissary department, where 
he remained in constant service until 
the surrender. One incident of this 
period of his life is vividly recalled. 
The food supply was so low that or- 
ders were given that only to the sol- 
diers must bread be given.

Moss said quietly, “I will buy bread 
for the women,” and this he did as 
long as he had anything with which

THE HOME OF JEFFERSON. 

The patriotic zeal of Mrs. Martin: W. Littleton, wife of the 
congressman from New York, in heading a movement to have the 
‘government take over and protect Monticello, the home of Thomas 
Jetferson, has won wide and approving attention. 

That the government should acquire on behalf of the people 
of the United States the hallowed spot in the Virginia hills, where 
lived and where now lies buried the writer of the Declaration of 
Independence, is defended on both patriotic and legal grounds. 

The property is owned by Jefferson M. Levy, of New York, 
a representative in ‘congress from that state, and is used as his 
summer country home. Visitors are required to secure permission 
from the owner to visit the house, though the grave of the former 
president is accessible to all.

Editor Constitution: Ll wish to con- 
vou on your splendid Geor- 
gia Compendium edition published 
Wednesday. It was a grander argu- 
ment in favor of Georgia’s progress 
than a thousand addresses before our 
chamber of commerce. 

I was in Nashville a short while ago 
before a notable gathering of attor- 
neys of Tennessee and other states. I 
had oceasion to discuss the constitu- 
tional provision touching titles to bills 
in the legislature. The question was 
one turning on whether the title put 
the legislature on. notice as to what 
were to be the contents of the act. 
When I made the statement that Geor- 
via was the first state that had put 
this provision in its constitution, there 
was a smile of incredulity over the 
audience. They had never so much as 
heard of the Yazoo fraud. So 1 had to 
cite them to 71 Ga. 224, where Judge 
Hall distinctly states that our consti- 
tution was the first one that ever had 
such a provision, it having been 
adopted in 1798. 

This led to further discussio#, and 
the question came up as to which state 
had taken the lead in collegiate edu- 
eation at the public expense. I made 


on 


ti 


the remark that Georgia had the old- 
est state university in the union. 
There was again a smile of derision 
and a challenge as to correctness. I 
did not have our charier, and had to 
guess at the date; but I knew when 
we started, and it showed that it ante- 
dated al! the rest. 

It was a notable event when the 
state carried its common school edu- 
cation into the university at the pub- 
lic expense. All the other great insti- 
tutions were private concerns endow- 
ed by private donations. 

I do not believe that one-tenth of 
the lawyers of the United States know 
that Georgia was the first to attempt 
the codification of the common law. 

Our resources are scarcely appre- 
ciated, for somehow or other Alabama 
and the Carolinas have had better 
publicity bureaus than we had. 

Traveling through the south repeat- 
edly, [| contrasted her country homes 
with those of other states. Ours all 
look thrifty, painted up, and present- 
ed an elegant apearance from the 
railroad. It is not so with many of the 
other states. I stopped at some of the 
towns and cities, and my eye could 
mark the contrast between the prog- 
ress seen in Georgia and that in other 
states. All thig deserves to be ex- 
ploited. 

Our resources are greater in amount 
than those of any of the other states: 
our water powers would turn the ma- 
chinery of the whole nation; and our 
people are rushing forward with rapid 
Strides toward the highest develop- 
ment in intelligence, wealth and en- 
terprise. 

Surely it only needs some advertis- 
ing in the right quarters to make 
Known the position our state occuptes 
all] along the line. I am tired of hav- 
ing a back seat given to Georgia.

Samuel Dun- 
woody responded to the call and was 
assigned for the year 1807. He was 
assisted during the year in a revival 
by Jesse Lee,

In 1808 James H.

In 
1875 the cornerstone of the present 
splendid edifice of the Wesley Monu 
mental church was laid, the building 
committee consisting of the follow- 
ing prominent layimen: R. D. Walker,

Carson and W. H. Burrell from Wes- 
ley. in 1880, as a memorial] to John 
Wesley and in behalf of the Wesley 
Monumental church building fund, Dr. 
J. OQ. A. Clark published the Wesley 
Memorial volume, a historical and sta- 
tistical treatise on world-wide Meth- 
odism. 

Dr. Thomas D. Ellis, the present 
pastor of Wesley Monumental, and the 
host of the next session of the South 
Georgia conference, is a native of 
Quitman county, this state. He re- 
ceived his A. B. degree from Emory 
college in 1893, and the degree of 
D. D. from the same institution in 
1907. He was licensed to preach in 
1891, and was admitted into the South 
Georgia conference in 1883. He wis a 
delegate to the general conference in 
1910 and was recognized as one of th» 
strongest men in southern Methodism 

The other Methodist pastors of Sa- 
vannah will also aid in the entertain- 
ment of the South Georgia conference 
Rev. J. B. Johnstone, of Trinity; Rev. 


T. M. Christian, of Grace; Rev. M. M. 
Blitch, of Epworth; Rev.H. T. Free- 
man, of Asbury Memorial, and Rev. C 
D. Adams, of Wesley Oak.

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| EAGLE AS AN EMBLEM 


In ancient mythology the eagle was 
belleved to carry the souls of the 
dying to their abode on Mount Olym- 
pus, and was called the Bird of Jove. 
The eagle was first taken as a symbo! 
of royal power by the ancient Etus- 
cans, who bore its image upon their 
standards. In the year 87 B. C.. a 
silver eagle with expanded wings, 
poised on the top of a spear with a 
thunderbolt in its claws. was adopted 
as the military standard to be borne 
at the head of their legions by the 
Khomans. At the time Haduan a 
golden eagle was substituted for the 
Silver one A two-headed eagle was 
adopted by the Byzantine emperors as 
a symbol of their control of both the 
east and west. 

The double-headed eagle of Russia 
was adopted on the marriage of Ivan 
Il with a Grecian princess of the East- 
erm empire, that of Austria was first 
used when the emperor of Germany 
took the title of the Roman emperor. 

The national standard of Russia 
rs a black eagle, that of Poland 
a White one. Napoleon I. took the 
golden eagle as his standard, modeled 
of pure gold: and bearing a thunder- 
belt, after the pattern of the Romans. 
This standard was disused under the > 
Bourbons, but was restored by a decree 
under Louis Napoleon, 1852.

We found no towns or villages up 
the Rio Madera, but all along the 
hanks were the Syrigales, or rubber 
plantations. These plantations are not 
eultivated, but are simply pockets of 
natural rubber which have been found 
in the forest, and the land has been 
leased from the government. The own- 
ers of these plantations only live there 
during the dry season. They keep 
large numbers of peons on each estate, 
and the owner will come down to the 
steam launch to meet the salesmen and 
will buy from him a supply of every 
description of article for the use of 
the peons on the estate, and also to 
trade with the savage Indlans who 
come down from the interior to trade 


‘their rubber for these goods. The busl- 


ness was conducted in every case with 
the utmost courtesy and consideration, 
and the goods were delivered on the 
spot from the stock carried on board 
the vessel. 

No Cash Paid. 

Having made his purchases the 
planter would give the salesman a due 
bill for the amount of the Invoice, 
due bill was to be taken up in 
when the vessel returned.

THE PARCELS POST LAW.

» parcels post law has been a bone 
of contention for the entire session, the 
retail merchants and jobbing houses 
contending that it would give such a 
handicap to the large mail-order 
houses as to put many of the loca) 
firms out of business. In its present 
form, however, it is more sattsfactory 
to those who were against it than 
who were for it. The parcels 
post, at a flat rate, was the thing 
desired by the interests which 
up the fight for this law. 

Those who have studied the new law 
and its probable effect, feel assured 
that it will not be detrimental in any 
special] Way to the retail merchants, 
which means that the commercial trav- 
ers’ interests will not be particularly 
affected. The rural route feature of 
the law may cause cuntry merchants 
some trouble until they can manage to 
oftftset it. 

As a result af the long-drawn-out 
lightonthis question, retail interests 
in general have received an education 
which means that these tradesmen 
have had timetoprepare for its com- 
ing.

THE PARCELS POST LAW. 


lt came as a surprise to most people

The parcels post law has been a bone 
of contention for the entire session, the 
retail merchants and jobbing houses 
contending that it would give such a 
handicap to the large mail-order 
as to put many of the local 
out of business. In its present 
however, it is more sattsfactory 
those who were against it than 
who were for it.

Those who have studied the new law 
and its probable effect, feel assured 
that it will not be detrimental in any 
specia] way to the retail merchants, 
which means that the commercial trav- 
ers’ interests will not be particularly 
affected.
